THE JURY OUT FOR SIX MINUTES. 

Wasii'ington, Jan., 21,- -As soon as 
theCourt opened 'prisoner callotl out 
from the dock, "I desire to say tliat 
some crank has signed my-liarne to a 
letter I that appeared in a paper this 
tuorning. It was without my author- 
ity, and I repudiate it. 1 also want 
to 8ay,'tj\ regard.to.a couple of cranks 
who have >been> arrested'^ fpr hanging 
around "liere, tha_t_ if they undertake 
to harm mo they' will' be-shot down." 

Judge Porter— In m.v remarks of 
yesterday I showed you liow tlio pris- 
oner had belied by his acts the charac- 
ter given him by his counsel. I show- 
ed you that he had been a liar.awindler 
and murderer at heart from the bcsin- 
ning. That this man has, grown worse 
every year of his life, we have all .snnn 
and know." ^ - 

Guiteau — "That'isall hosh,you know 
it, Porter." 

Judge Porter continund to depict 
the character of the prisoner, and tlio 
fallacies of his defense.. ,When Guiteau 
again interrupted, at one time calling 
out: "Attorney General MacVoagh 
would not have anything to do with 
it." J udge Porter, half replying to the 
prisoner, said, "And this Christian 
gentleman would have you even believe 
that McVoagh had dipped his hands in 
Garfield's- blood." 

Guiteau — "Oh, that's very (Inc. A 
moment later, allusion having been 
made by Porter lo tlio ju'esent attorney 
general, Guiteau bawled out: "He's a 
high-toned gentleman, and you are a 
wine bibber. I've.got. yoiir x'ecordjSIr. 
Porter." ' 

Judge Porter, with dcliboration — 
"Well, perhaps I am." 

Guiteau, with drawling accent — 
"Well, I guess you are, Mr. Judge 
Porter." 

Judge Porter said : "Who killed 

Garfield r 

Guiteau — ^Tho doctors. 

Porter--The doctors - 

Guiteau — Yes; the Lord lot lliom 
do it to confirm my act. 

The first serious outbreak of th( 
morning occurred when Judge Porter 
adverting to the statement of prison 
er's counsel, reiterated the assertions of 
the prisoner himself, that the notes of 
Stenographer Bailey were destroyed by 
the prosecution, because they would 
have benefitted the defense, denied the 
right of defense to expect or demand 
to see papers prepared by the prosecu- 
tion gblely^foritheii'.owiiiiuiSeA^^ 

ScpVille demandedr, that, the' Court 
ahoujd stop Porter from" sucli' state- 
meniaC on his own authority. 

JuiJge Cox thought he had no right 
to make any statement ; covering such 
papers. 

Porter, with much feeling, protested 
that be had been a practitioner longer 
than||judge Cox, and. never ' before 
hearo^such a ruling. 

Reed, with considerable excitcracnl, 
said: "If I was judge I would put 
him under arrest. Such insolence to 
the CJpurt should be punished." 

W^AsuiNGTON, Jan. 24. — Judge Por- 
ter aifter recess dealt with Guiteau'a 
cunning and duplicity. Referring to 
Guiteau's pious bursts, he .said with 
deliberate emphasis, "I do not believe 
that in .all this assemblage there is one 
soul who contemplates with such 
abject- terror the possibility of facing 
bis Maker as do^s, .this brazen mur- 
derer." .. ! 

Guiteau, with the ferocity of a wild 
beast, fairly yelled, "That's a miserable 
lie, and you know it, Porter, and you 
are an infernal scoundrel. I hope God 
Almighty will send for you soon; both 
you and Corkhill, for such a miserable, 
stinking whine as that is." 

One incident Judge Porter turned 
against the defense with telling ellect, 
and this was the raising of a murderer's 
axe against his own sister. 

Guiteau twisted uneasily, and with 
some nervousncds and hesitation of 
speech called: "The prosecution are 
making a good deal of nothing. They 
are just using evidence altogether dif- 
ferent from what Scoville intended. 
Ho never ought to have said anything 
about it. It just shows how little 
sense the Scovilles have got." 

Washington, Jan. 2C. — A.s usual Gui- 
teau opened the proceedings of court by 
announcing, '' My sister has been, doing 
aomo ailly talk in Chicago. She means 
well, but she is no lawyor." 

"JohnW. Guiteau," said Judge Por- 
ter, " I believe to bo an honorable man. 
He came here re.idy to contribute his 
means and his evidence and his services 
to save his brother's life and an honored 
fothor's name, and yet the truth camo 
from his lips that must imprcsa on every 
one of you the conviction that on tho 2nd 
July this prisoner . was as sane as you or I 
or the judge upon this bench." Reading 
from the evidence of J. W. Guiteau, and 



I tell you so to yonr face, Judge Por- 
ter." . . ' 

" Thi.s iiinn, who s.iys ho never deceiv- 
ed any one, sa3'a in one, of his handbills : 
'Lecture, by H6n. Charles Guiteau.' He 
never deceived any one. Where J .did ho 
get his title of f Honorable V" 

" That's the way my letters come ad- 
dressed, sir." 

" This is the little giant of the West," 
continued Porter. 

For the next lialf hour there was a 
continuous stream of interruptions and 
abuse from tho pri.soncr, and a .■iooro ui 
times lio denounced Porter as a liar, with' 
varioue adjectives. Kevor^boforo hoa liia 
vindictiveness been so. plain,, and his 
ounnipg uvfed into such angry apito, as 
l^i^Eiwjttingly omphagized (Porter's sketch

Guiteau continued desperately shout- 
ing: "You're a liar and you know it; ym 
haven't brains enough to talk. A saint 
from Heavei; could not stand the abuse 
of that nuui i'nrtor, and T won't stand it. 
Ho'a a liar, I call him so." 

I'orter said he was s*iniply reading 
from the sworn statement of Guiteau's 
brother. 

Guiteau — "He's no bnitiie:* of mine. I 
want that understood. My sister sympa- 
thizes with me. " 

(iuiteau's remark about the Jews 
called from Porter tiie remark that ho had 
yet to know that a man need bo ashamed 
to spring trom tho same race as tho Sa- 
viour. 

Tho clatnor and din made by Uuiteau, 
reinforced by fcicoville, resembled a 
small Babol. Scoville finally obj acted to 
Porter's construction of tho evidence, and 
the prisoner insisted that Porter should 
be arrested for insolence. The baililla, 
while trying to (juiot the assassin, only 
drew from him tho most vicious deumn- 
Btrations, and nearly obliged the ofBcors 
to administer wholesome discipline. Por- 
ter then reviewed Dr. Spitzka's tosti- 
mony, and was called a miserable, dirty, 
lying wholp at intervals by prisoner. 

Guiteau after roccas tried to talk, but 
was stopped by Judge Cox. 

Porter said: "Judiis Iscariot coubl not 
have pronounced a more sinister judg- 
nient than Guiteau in his criticism of the 
religious and moral growth of the past 
sis hundred yeai-a." 

Guiteau : "Judas would have em- 
ployed you as his attorney, you big liar, 
you." 

Tho jury were absent only six min- 
utes when they returned with a verdict 

of "guilty."

J\r.w YouK, Jan. 25. — The Ihmld's 
Cork special saya: Jeremiah and James 
two of the thirty arrested on informa- 
tion supplied on Connell's "Captain 
^loonlight" were tried to-day and sen- 
tenced each to snvcn years' penal servi- 
tude. Coniiell, during cro.ss-e.\ainina- 
tion,atatcddhat at a general meeting of 
the body bo was unanimously elected 
,lieutenant Ajinoi-er of Mill Street*dis- 
trict, which embrace.s nn area of from 
;15 to 20 square miles. Tho captain is 
■Jeremiah iliordun, a baker's son, in 
Slill street. All the mcmliers luid 
sworn on the Bible to ob.servo the fol- 
lowing oath: "I swear to be true and 
fai^hful to the Irish republic, to obey 
.my superiors and to take up arms when 
required. Death to the traitor. So help 
me God." 

The oath was in writing. "1 .swore it 
myself," snid Oonnoll,"nncl would never 
have turned informer but that I was 
informed on by some one who had 
sworn that oath. I swore in about a doz- 
en members who were brought me by 
fellow members for that purpo-se. We 
were not in the habit of swearing mem- 
bers against their wills,tliough we slept 
at farmers' houses without being askoJ. 
I always commanded in the absonco of 
the captain. The captain made written 
orders in a book kept for that purpose. 
My duty was to copy these and see them 
executed. Two of the orders so copied 
by me wore found on mo when arrested. 
Ono of them roads, 'Pat Twoohcy and 
Pat Ring with four men are to appear \ 
under arms at an early hour at James 
Twoohey's the night of the 30th of De- 
cember. Bring heavy shears and falso 
whiskers for Owen Reardon.' The oth- 
er reads: 'Regimental order by Captain 
Moonlight for the appointmoni of raid."! 
on tho 30th December. James Sul- 
livan to bo shot in the logs and his 
mother and daughter clipped for deal- 
ing with theRagarty's ; John Lidehan, 
for story-tolling, to be clipped. Dennis 
Coakley, for turning out his laborer, to 
be shot in the legs; Maurice O'Brien to 
bo shot in the legs for paying rent. 
Signed by Captain iroonlight." 

Replying to crown counsel Council 
said he had no communication with the 
authorities previous to arrest. There 
was no foundation for the assertion 
that he had nmde a prearrangcraent 
with tho police to get arrested. There 
were rewards given to us for bravery. 
I myself got £12 from Dublin. The 
letter had a postmark; but there was 
nothing to show from whom it came. 
Members could have the choice of either 
medals or money. 1 .saw some medals; 
Riordan, the captain, has one. Connell 
added, "There are moonlight bands in 
other districts, and the captains of 
whom I don't known." 
Judge Fitzgerald, in charging the jury, 
said that independently of Connell's 
testimony, there was strong evidence 
against tlie prisoners. The state of af- 
fairs was shocking and there could bo 
nn doubt but that the fonianism in its 
worst form was deeply concerned in tho 
matter. The jury, after two hours, 
found the prisoners guilty. 'Jud^e Fitij-- 
gerald said ho,h9ped thesentence would 
have a good. effecjb /ion the comtnunity, 
though froihfliia'jBjjJeniBn^ 
the trouble wouTd not eiid. The evid- 
ence of Connell has ereatod a profound 
sensation. , '

was asked previous to having an attach- 
ment served on his stock to make a 
statoiuont of hi.i business to any of those 
firms, and above all had made no niisro- 
prostntation of hi.'i financial standing in 
obtaining credits; that when a hnvyer re- 
presenting his creditors arrived hero somo 
time ago ho offered to call all the men ho 
had eniployed YHoiT niriiung^^^^^^ stores, 
and liave thcni 'make' atatcm'dhl under 
oath as to whether he had conducted hia 
business honorably, but that tho lawyer 
declined to hoar a statnmont of this kind; 
that he wont into business without a

Nkw Y'ouk, Jan. 22. — Tiic London 
correapQudont of the "Tribune" says: 
Domestic politics this .week are of 
eliglit. importance. The numerous 
speeches of second rate inen have been 
at great length, but have failed to 'se- 
cure public attention, except perhaps 
Ml-. Childers' able defense of his ad- 
ministratibn of the army. Lord Lyt- 
ton'.s extremely angry speech at Wood- 
stock; has, produced.a oer|:aia.8ensation, 
owing to" thie "violence of bis ' attacirs' on- 
Mr. Gladstone, which damage only 
Lord Lytton himself. Earl Gray's so- 
called defection from the liberal party 
is tho defection of a politician equally 
able and impracticable, who for a gen- 
eration has availed himself of bis posi- 
tion as a nominal ally to njake flank 
attacks on hia friends. Lord Zetland's 
secession has more real importance, be- 
ing due to tho alarm shared by other 
great whig noblemen, at iNIr. Glad- 
stone's supposed intention to reform 
the English land laws. The imme- 
diato occasion is tho acceptance of Mr. 
Ilowlai\dsOD, the tenant farmer, as tho 
liberal candidate for Yorkshire, where 
Ilia chances are believed to bo good. 

The Egyptian crisis is becoming 
daily more acute. A liberal paper do 
tines it a.s really a struggle between tho 
controllers in general, backed by Eng- 
land and France, and the nationalist 
party supported hy the .sultan, with 
Germany and .Vu.stria in tho back- 
ground, if llu) as.senibly establish 
their claim to regulate the budget tho 
existing European a.scendancy will be 
overthrown and the foreign bondhold- 
ers will no longer govern tho country. 
Everything points to the necessity of 
England and France .speedily deciding 
■whether to execute their implied 
pledge to maintain tho existing ar- 
rangement by force. Englishmen arc 
beginning to regret tho entanglement 
with France which nmkea independent 
action on their part imposaiblo, but 
these can hardly bo broken through 
without violation of good faith. The 
situation in Egypt is complicated by 
the possible fall of Clambeltu and the 
xmccrtainty as to what lino liia succes- 
sor may take. The English press, fol- 
lowing the lead of that of Paris, makes 
niueh of the election of a committee 
hostile to revision and antici[)atcs the 
defeat of Gambetta in the chamber 
and his early resignation, but good 
private advice indicates thiit^Gambctta 
is hopeful of ultimato -success. His 
opponent,', themselves are not yet 
ready even if they wore ablu to force 
him to resign. The deputies have still 
to reckon with their constituents, where 
Garabetta's strength lies. In apite of 
denials an uneasy suspicion exists that 
English adhesion to the French policy 
in Egypt has boon secured by promises 
of tho renewal of the commercial treaty. 

New YonK,!Jan. 22. — A Z/em/rf cor- 
respondent from Madrid says: In com- 
mon with many other people who liap- 
poned to bo in the Ratiso park at the 
time, 'I saw a very unusual and touch- 
ing sight on Thursday. The king and 
queen wore taking their afternoon 
drive, when just at the entrance to the 
park they met a parish priest carrying 
tho vaticum. Tlicir majesties at once 
alighted and followed with their equer- 
ries and servants, the wholo party 
carrying lighted tapers, and the king 
walking bareheaded. Tho priest led 
thcin as far a.s a humble housu in one 
of the poorer Madrid suburbs, near 
the bull ring, where a man lay dying 
of smallpox. Their majesties waited 
patiently while the sacramenta were 
administered, and having left alma for 
the sorrow stricken family of the do 
ceased, walked back with the jjriost to 
the parish church, this .time followed 
by hundreds of people of rank whom 
they had met on the way, and accora 
])anied by the blessings of the bystand- 
ers. I hear that a number of brilliant 
fetes, incluiling bull fights and a review 
of 30,000 troops, will bo given in May, 
on the occasion of the visit of tlio king 
and queen of Portugal.

At 10 o'clock, somo 
hours later, a party of men entered the 
place, and noticing the old man, one of 
them aroiused him. Ho looked up in 
a dazed way, and ono of them jokingly 
asked him if ho could sing. He re- 
plied yes, and sang in a cracked and 
broken voice a few stanzas from an old 
song. This done, lie stepped to the 
bar and took another drink, paying for 
it a.s before, and sank back in his chair. 
Ho had scarcely seated himself before 
his head sank, and he fell .stiffly for- 
ward to the floor. When the startled 
men rai.sed him they held a corpse 
in their arms, for the old man 
was dead. A telephone message was 
sent for the coroner. The name of the 
man was Ives and in his end was so 
conaummntcd as checkered n history aa 
ever fell frorn the pen of a novelist or 
romancer. \''ears "go ho entered Ox- 
ford University. In i;is studios he had 
developed a marked and peculiar taste 
for astronomy and at the conclusion of 
his term hod studied the science of the 
skies so long and well that a chair was 
offered hiin. This he ."iccepted and fill- 
ed for n term of years with honor to 
himself and jjrofit to all with whom 
ho was associated. At last a combina- 
tion of distressing circumstances lured 
him to leave England and he came to 
this country. It is needless to trace 
how ho came to this city four yean' 
ago, and waa not long in drift- 
ing into the position of a public 
charge, A littlo property in St. 
Joo furnished him with a pittance every 
n-.onth, and in tho interim ho was kept at 
tho Coiirty Poorhouso. It was pitiful — 
pitiful beyond all words, to see him seat- 
ed among tho paupers, listless and almost 
unconscious of what passed about him. 
Now and then something would flit 
across his faco that seemed almost liko a 
recollection of bettor and brighter days, 
and then he would sink back into tho 
dark eclipse again. They called him tho 
Professor, becauso occasionally ho would 
3peak in a way that told his fellow-unfor- 
tunates that he was one day better than 
they, and thoy treated him with some- 
thing akin to consideration. Ho will bo 
buried to-morrow at tho expense of the 
county.
